Shortly after 
their arrival, the Board adjourned, and the Con- 
vention organized for business. Your Delega 
tion observed with mingled surprise and re- 
gret, that the only Lake cities represented be- 
sitk'H Buffalo, were Chicago and Milwaukee; 
neither Detroit, Cleveland, nor Oswego, having 
any Delegates in attendance. Assurances were 
not wnuthig, however, from prominent men in 
each ol those cities, tha - they would do their 
share in making up the fund necessary to dredge 
the channel over tlie Fl-.ita. There were laid 
before the Convention a very interesting report 
from the Committee of the Buffalo Board of 
Trade-, making out a plan arid covering estimates 
of the cost of the work, und another from Mr. J. 
J. HKNDKHSUN, Secretary of the Board, who had 
been sent to Quebec to bring the subject to the 
attention oi' the Canadian Government, aud so- 
licit their aid and co-operation in making the 
improvement.
